HENRY CLAY. 


At tbe fete eclebrarkm.of tbe nnnivertary 


of Mr. Clay's birth, \<y the citizens of New- 
York, the great speech of the occasion was 
made by Hon. J, C. JONES, U. S. Senator 
from Teun-essee—one of the most eloquent 
men of tbe Country, says the York Repub- 
lican, whose heart-warm culogium of the 
first of living American citizens receives a 
general response from all the liberal among 
his countrymen.
